Both Sides'At Fault' 
In Army Quiz, Claim 


NOTES FROM A CITY 


EDITOR'S DAYBOOK — I'd 
like to get in a small drum- 
beat here for newspaper ad- 
vertising. 


It's a matter of statistics that 


newspaper advertising reached an 
all-time record last year. That in 
itself is nothing to get giddy about, 
since most everything reached a 
new high—including the popula- 
tion. 


The point to keep in mind is 


that newspapers, in their own 
plodding way, haven't collapsed 
in the face of the new mediums 
of radio and television. 
Television, you know,' was once 


viewed as a monster—an animal 
which would devour the revenue 
sources of most newspapers, leav- 
ing them bag and baggage out in 
the street. 


Well, it hasn't happened, nor as 


most jittery publishers have come 
to learn, is it likely to happen. The. 
good newspapers are surviving as 
all good things are apt to do. 
* * * 


What brought about this little 


disclosure is a survey taken by 
the Xulare Advance-Register, of 
Tulare, Calif. This daily of 5,000 
circulation set about to get some 
proof that newspapers remain 
the best sales tool for local as 
well as national advertisers. 


(I pause here so that the gentle- 


men in the ad department can get 
out their pencils and scratch, pads.) 


The Tulare newspaper took a 


telephone survey of 600 homes. The 
first 300 homes were asked ques- 
tions on television and newspapers. 
The second group was asked about 
radio and newspapers. 


Calls were made at 10 minutes 


after the hour or half-hour to give 
everyone time to settle down to the 
program of their choice and not 
catch them in the middle of a pro- 
gram change. 


In the radio survey there were 


169 "at home" and 131 "not at 
home." In 164, or 97 per cent of 
the 169 homes, there were radio 
sets. Only 30 of the homes had 
the set turned on. Counting all 
300 calls, this represented 10 per 
cent audience at the time the 
calls were made between 10:10 
a.m. and 6:10 p.m. 
In the TV survey there were 193 


"at home" and 107 "not home." Of 
the 193, 113 owned sets and in only 
62 homes were the sets turned on. 
Thus 79.33 per cent of all homes 
were dead to television at the time 
the calls were made between 1:40 
p.m. and 8:10-p.m. 


Of both categories, radio and 


television families, 85 per cent 
of them took newspapers, 73 per 
cent of them tho local news- 
papers.

low jaundice, induced by repeated 
blood transfusions.

Straddles' 
Question 
Detroit Newspaper 
Issues Story on 
Senate Report 


DETROIT— (&) —The De- 


troit News said today in a 
copyrighted story that the 
Republican majority on the 
lommittee which conducted 
the recent 
Army-McCarthy 


icarings had decided 
both 


Senator McCarthy 
(R-Wis) 


and Army Secretary Stevens 
were "at fault." 


Martin S. Hayden of the News 


Washington bureau said the ma 
jority "straddles the question of 
whether McCarthy or Stevens was 
the more guilty." 


While joining three Republican 


colleagues in the majority report, 
the News said Sen. Potter (R- 
Mich.l issued a separate report 
which was much more critical of 
both Army Secretary Stevens and 
Sen. McCarthy (R-Wis). The com- 
mittee had three Democrats, who 
have prepared a minority report. 


The Army accused McCarthy of 


using.undue pressure in an attempt 
to gain an Army commission for 
an aide. G. David Schine. McCar- 
thy counter-charged the Army had 
used Schine in an attempt to in- 
fluence him to call off investiga- 
tions into alleged communism with- 
'in the Army. 


The News said the majority was 


"impartial in slapping" Roy M. 
Conn, former counsel for McCar- 
thy's Senate Investigating Com- 
mittee, and John Adams, Army 
counsel. 


Potter's separate report said that 


McCarthy's suggestion during the 
hearings that Executive Depart- 
ment employes defy superiors and 
slip him classified material "could 
wreck the entire security system." 


Gives Conclusions 


The committe also was reported 


to have reached these conclusions: 


On McCarthy: 
That charges he used improper 


influence in behalf of Schine were 


not established" in so far as the 


senator "personally" was concern- 
ed. 


That McCarthy should have exer- 


cised "more vigorous discipline to 
have prevented such improper in- 
fluence" by members of his com- 
mittee staff. 


That "in corfdoning such activi- 


ties" by his staff, and, "to the ex- 
tent he permitted their continu- 
ance/' McCarthy deserves "criti- 
cism." 


Conn's Roll 


On Conn: 
That he made many contacts in 


executive departments in behalf of 
Schine and that, in view of his posi- 
tion as counsel of a committee in- 
vestigating the Army, such con- 
tacts "take on a different, conno- 
tation" than they normally would.

WASHINGTON — </P) — 


Senators conducting hearings 
on a censure move against 
Sen. McCarthy refused today 
to throw out one of the 
charges against him—an ac- 
cusation based on the sena- 
tor's failure to testify before 
a committee which investigat- 
ed his financial affairs in 
1952. 


Edward Bennett Williams. Mc- 


Carthy's attorney, moved for dis- 
missal of this charge shortly after 
the special six - member Senate 
committee opened hearings. 


Williams contended the charg* 


was 
"legally 
insufficient." but 


Chairman Watkins (R-Utah) told 
him the committee did not agree 
with him. 


McCarthy himself was permit- 


ted to read a statement charging 
that the senators seeking to cen- 
sure him are "affected by ulterior, 
political considerations." 


"Unholy Alliance" 


His statement declared also that 


there is an "unholy alliance" In 
this country which argues that 
"vigorous anti - communism is 
more dangerous than communism." 


Watkins commented that Mc- 


Carthy's statement was unsworn 
and was "not testimony." 


Williams quickly: stepped in thsn 


with "the attempt to get the sena- 
tors to throw out the first of the 
charges against McCarthy — th« 
one immediately before th« com- 
mittee. 


In detail, this charges that Mc- 


Carthy repeatedly refused to an- 
swer requests by a Senate Rules 
subcommittee to appear before it 
while it was looking into his fi- 
nancial and tax affairs.

Subsequently the subcommittee 


issued a report that raised critical 
questions about McCarthy. 


The crux of Williams' argument

New Problem for Farmers: \Weak Spark 
Pests Attacking Soybeans 


URBANA. HI. — The Illinois 


farmer's dream' of a multimillion 
dollar crop practcially free of the 


of insects seems to be 
ravages 
fading. 


Soybeans, bothered little by in- 


sects in the more than 20 years 
since their introduction here, are 
this summer for the first time 
suffering from severe and wide- 
spread damage by the pests, says 
Dr. George C. Decker, entomolo- 
gist of the Illinois Natural History 
Survey and Agricultural Experi- 
ment Station. 


"In the past few years, we have 


had signs that a number of native 
insect species were transferring 
their affections to this lush and 
plentiful crop," Dr. Decker says. 
"But not until this year has dam- 
age been either severe or wide- 
spread." 


Attack Seedlings 


In many parts of the state, cut- 


worms and bean leaf beetles at- 
tacked 
seedling 
soybean 
plants 


emerging from the ground. During 
the dry weeks of June and early 
July, red spiders caused appreci- 
able damage. In July and early 
August, grasshoppers s w a r m e d 
over fences from adjacent pastures 
and meadows, consumed soybean 
leaves and cut off blossoms and 
newly set pods. At about this same 
time a new brood of bean leaf 
beetles moved in. 


"All this was enough." Dr. Deck- 


er says, "but the worst was yet to 
come. In mid-August, Illinois Nat- 
ural History Survey entomologists 
noted that larvae of the green 
clover worm were common in 
some soybean fields, whereas in 
previous years they had been only 
novelties. The entomologists warn- 
ed that the situation should be 
watched, but they had little expec- 
tation that a serious infestation 
would develop. No\v the population 
of this worm seems to be increas- 
ing by leaps and bounds. How far 
it will go, how much damage it will 
do, is purely a matter for specula- 
tion." 


This new pest of the soybean is 


a slender, pale green caterpillar 
with pale, indistinct stripes running 
lengthwise. It varies in length from 
less than one-half inch to more 
than two inches. It moves with a 
looping motion like that of the 
measuring worm. Because of its 
color and the fact that it spends 
much of its time on the undersides 
of leaves, it is not easily seen un- 
til it is knocked to the ground. 


Leaves Disappear 


The heaviest infestations have 


been reported from Jasper. Greene 
and Clay counties, and somewhat 
lighter infestations in Iroquois, 
Champaign and Kankakee coun- 
ties. In some fields, almost one- 
third of the leaves on what bad 
appeared to be a promising soy- 
bean wop disappeared almost over- 
night. 


"Some farmers who closely ex- 


amined their soybean fields on 
Monday or Tuesday and saw no 
evidence of damage were amazed 
to find one-third of the foliage gone 
by Thursday," Dr. Decker reports. 


Many of the worms are less than 


half grown, and moths are still 
fairly abundant and depositing eggs 
nightly. Like the army worm, the 
green clover worm has an appetite 
that increases with the size of the 
worm. 


The sudden appearance this year 


of large numbers of the green 
clover worm in soybean fields pre- 
sents a problem to the state ento- 
mologists. Because the 
insects 


have been so scarce in previous 
years, entomologists have had no 
opportunity to develop adequate 
control measures against them. 


Preliminary tests indicate that 


1U pounds of DDT or 2 pounds of 
toxaphene per acre should give 
effective control. Dr. Decker says. 


Get Rid of Metal 
Sockets, Chains 


URBANA — If you still have met 


al pull-chain sockets on ceiling drop 
cords in your home, a little rewir- 
ing or some new fixtures will be 
a wise investment in safety. 


Frank Andrew, rural electrifica- 


tion specialist at the University of 
Illinois, College of Agriculture, says 
such fixtures are particularly dan 
gerous in the basement. Wet base 
ment floors increase the severity 
of any electrical shock you may 
get from a metal pull-chain socket 
What might be only a mild tingle 
if you were on a dry floor can turn 
into a severe jolt if your feet are 
damp. 


Porcelain, plastic or hard rub 


her sockets are the best replace 
ments for the outmoded meta 
sockets, Andrew says. In man; 
cases, you should replace dro 
cords and sockets with simple por 
celain ceiling fixtures controlled by 
a wall switch or insulated pull 
chain. A qualified .electrician or 
electrical contractor is your best 
guide in such rewiring projects.

URBANA — Faulty plugs and 


worn ignition points on your trac- 
tor can cause hard starting, rough 
operation, missing and loss of pow- 
er. 
•But a few minutes spent in 
checking and overhauling the igni- 
tion system can put the machine 
back into good running order again, 
says Jay Weber, agricultural en- 
gineer at the University of Illinois 
College of Agriculture. 


Check spark plugs at least twice 


a year. Weber suggests. You'll 
need new plugs if the electrodes 
are eroded badly or if the insula- 
ors are broken. Be sure to clean 
he outside of the head around the 
plugs before you take them out. 


Sandblasting is the best way to 


clean plugs. Most mechanics are 
equipped to do this job for you. 
Plugs that are shorting out from 
heavy oxide or carbon 
deposits 


can seldom be cleaned satisfactor- 
ily and should be replaced. If the 
plugs in your tractor have a short 
life, ask your dealer about chang- 
ing to plugs to another heat range. 


Don't turn plugs too tightly. Fin- 


ger tight plus 3i turn is about right, 
Weber says. 


You can fix a small amount of 


ignition point pitting with a. point 
file. But if the dressng up takes a 
lot of fling, you should replace the 
points. Check the wires, distributor 
cap. and rotor, and replace them 
if there are any cracks or breaks 
in the insulation.

lings and instructions for engine 
tuneup. Settings specified there are 
the only ones that will give peak 
performance. Weber points out 
Get your tractor ready now for fall 
work.

don't start so early that you're 
shorted on sleep.

Allow plenty of time for rest 


stops, sight-seeing and heavy traf- 
fic, McCleary says. Driving until 
dark so that you can clip off five 
or six hundred miles a day will 
leave you worn out—and with little 
choice of overnight lodging, too. 


Speed limits also present prob- 


lems. But you won't go far wrong 
if vou let traffic, weather and road 
conditions 
govern 
your 
speed. 


Make sure you stay below the 
lejral limits, of course. 


A checkup of your car's steering 


gear, brakes, tires and lights can 


pay off in a safer, more pleasant 
trip. Once you're on the road, al- 
low plenty of space between your 
car and the one ahead of you. At 
least one car's length for each 10 
miles an hour is recommended.

Milk 
production 
has 
dropped 


more sharply than usual since 
June 1 of this year. The main rea- 
son is probably the hot. dry weath- 
er—although many important dairy 
areas have escaped both heat and 
drouth. In fact. Wisconsin, Min- 
nesota. Michigan and the New Eng- 
land states have had unusually 
favorable weather and pastures. 


Milk output in July was the same 


as it was a year ago. This was the 
first month since August 1952 that 
failed to show a substantial in- 
crease over production of a year 
earlier. Production during the rest 
of 1954 is also expected to be close 
to last year's levels. 


Fanners added 1.3 million milk 


cows to their herds in 1952 and 1953 
while prices of milk were being 
supported at 90 per cent of parity. 
A survey by the USDA on June 1 
showed practically no change in 
cow numbers since last December. 
At that time farmers had 24.7 mil 
lion milk cows. 


Dairy Profitable 


One reason farmers went to mflk- 


ng more cows in 1952 and 1953 was 
hat 
milking became 
relatively 


more profitable 
than producing 


beef. In those two years average 
prices received by farmers for 
>eef cattle dropped -16 per cent 
vhile prices of milk went down 
only 12 per cent and butterfat wen 
ip 5 per cent. Farmers looking for 
ways to turn grass and legumes 
nto marketable products naturally 
went to the dairy business. 


Consumption of dairy products 


appears to have increased slightly. 
USDA figures show that about 5 
percent more butter was used In 
:he first half of this year than in 
the same period last year. The 
average retail price was reduced 
from 78 cents a pound in March to 
69 cents in June. 


Consumption of cheese has In 


creased less than the use of but 
ter. probably because retail price! 
of cheese have been reduced very 
little. 


Small Drop 


The U. S. average retail price 


for milk was only % cent a quar 


lower in June this year than last 
year. Such a small reduction can- 
not be expected to bring much in- 
crease in sales of fluid milk. But in 
several cities where substantial 
price cuts were made, sales have 
increased considerably. It appears 
that lower retail prices are more 
effective than special advertising in 
boosting sales of milk. 


In recent years federal law has 


directed the Secretary of Agricul- 
ture to support the price of milk 
at a level between 75 and 90 per 
cent of parity that is "necessary 
to assure an adeuate supply." Be- 
cause excessive supplies have ac- 
cumulated, the Secretary on April 
1 reduced the support level from 
90 percent to 75 per cent of parity. 
The recent farm act does not 
change this law. 


The program now in effect is in- 


tended to support average prices 
of manufacturing milk at $3.15 a 
hundred pounds and butterfat at 
56.2 cents a pound. 


Here's a puzzle for you: On Aug- 


ust 1 milk production per cow in 
dry and blistered Missouri was 2 
per cent above last year. At the 
same time, in lush Wisconsin out- 
put per cow was 2 per cent less 
and in verdant Minnesota 6 per 
cent less than last year.

Michigan Governor Acts 
To Halt Highway Deaths 


LANSING, Mich. UP)— Gov. G. 


Mennen Williams has declared a. 
state of emergency in Michigan 
over the long Labor Day weekend 
in an effort to reduce an antici- 
pated high traffic death toll. 


Williams signed an emergency 


declaration Monday giving legal 
status to his previous act of calling 
out units of the Michigan National 
Guard to aid in patrolling state 
highways. 


Michigan led the nation in high- 


way deaths over the Fourth of 
July weekend with 33 fatalities. 


During the emergency period, 


from noon Friday to noon Tuesday, 
Sept. "!, intensive air and ground 
patrols will cover state highways 
to seek out traffic violators. 


Some 700 state National Guards- 


men will have been mobilized. 
They will draw full federal pay and 
allowances and will serve with lo- 
cal law enforcement agencies. 


Citizens were called on "to exert 


extraordinary efforts" to obey traf- 
fic laws, all law enforcement agen- 
cies were told to "exercise special 
vigilance," press, radio and tele- 
vision were asked to publicize "the 
importance of care and caution," 
and Williams urged "that special 
prayers be offered in all places of 
worship for safe passage of loved 
ones during the period of heighten- 
ed danger."

management record, Adlai B. Stev- 
enson said Monday a Republican 
campaign promise to revise the 
Taft-Hartley Act was not kept. 


For the Eisenhower administra- 


tion, he said, this has been a year 
of "futility, or worse." in meeting 
problems of labor-management re- 
lationship. 


"Politics dropped to a new low 


in connection with the revising of 
the Taft-Hartley Act following the 
Republicans' great promises of a 
change, the 1952 Democratic presi- 
dential nominee said. 


Addressing some 3,500 delegates 


at the 25th convention of the AFL 
International Brotherhood of Elec- 
trical Workers. Stevenson said: 


"The Republican candidate in 


that campaign (Eisenhower) said 


what he called 'union-busting pro- 
visions' should be removed. They 
haven't been. Consider the seines 
of events in which the White House 
produced some reasonable propos- 
als, then withdrew them under 
such obvious pressure Uiat labor's 
sole Cabinet representative (Mar- 
tin Durkm) resigned in protest." 


Stevenson extended his criticism 


to include the National Labor Rela- 
tions Board, saying that Eisenhow- 
er had appointed three men who 
are representative of management 
and that one. he said, has de- 
scribed himself as a "union bust- 
er." Stevenson said they were in- 
terpreting the labor laws to destroy 
advantages which he said had been 
given to unions during previous 
Democratic administrations. 


He said the rules restraining em- 


ployer interference in union or- 
ganizing campaigns and represen- 
tation elections have been changed 
to permit the employer "to throw 
Ms full weight against an organiz- 
ing movement."

Clayton Kesselring, Franklin Grove, a director of the Illi- 


nois Sportsmen's Clubs Federation from the Northern Zone, 
which has appoximately 55,000 registered sportsmen, has been 
appointed chairman of a committeee to study the problem ol 
private- concerns moiing into the hunting areas for profit. 
INDIVIDUALS OR GROUPS OF INDIVIDUALS are gaining con- 


trol of from 600 to 1100 acres of land, obtaining a license from th« 
state for $20, and then buying and releasing game birds on this land. 


The license allows a 70 per cent kill o» released birds, both 


cocks and hens over approximately a four month season. 


So lar, this is O. K. But the operators ha\e been charging 


excessive fees to hunters. Here's one example, told to us by 
Kesseling who talked to the man personally: 
A HUNTER HAD FOR MANY YEARS hunted on a farmer's lant 


He hunted free but always asked permission. He and the farmer wer» 
friends and the hunter always brought a box of candy to the farmer'* 
wife and would leave a oira or two from his daily bag. 


One day the hunter approached the tanner and wa* denied 


permission. The farmer said he «as welcome to \isit as a 
friend but not .as a hunter. Nothing had happened on pre\ious 
visits, the hunter hadn't \ iclated the normal code of the hunter 
when on another's property. 
BUT THE FARMER TOLD THE HUNTER of a contioiled area a 


short distance away where the hunter could go for 57.50 plus 55 for 
each bird he bagged. 


Because he had driven so far, the hunter decided he would 


trj it. But the prnate area had tilled its quota of hunters for 
the da\. 
THE HUNTER THEN WENT BACK to the farmer, thinking may- 


be the farmer would change his mum since he haci tried but was not 
admitted. 


The farmer said he just wanted to see if the hunter wa* 


willing to pay to hunt. Jl the hunter were willing to make the 
same oiler to the farmer, he could hunt on what once had been 
an open area. 


And tflat, apparenilj, is how things are going, Kesselring 


reports.

Air Fore* Maj. David F. MacGhee 
of Falls Church, Va., told the mili- 
tary court Fleming once went to 
the Communist camp commander 
and reported, "MacGhee has dou- 
ble-crossed you." 


Sits Unperturbed 


Fleming, first American officer 


brought to trial on charges of aid- 
ing the Reds while a prisoner, sat 
impassively during- the testimony 
jkgainst him. A slightly built man 
of 46 with close cropped grey hair 
and four rows of ribbons on his 
dress uniform. Fleming was a pris- 
oner for 34 months. 


Among his three defense attor- 


neys was Alfred E. Lafrance, pres- 
ident-elect of the Wisconsin Bar 
Assn., who was asked to help 
Fleming by residents of the col- 
onel's home town, Racine, Wis. 
Fleming's wife. G l o r i a , their 
daughter, Patricia, and son-in-law, 
Navy petty officer John Madden, 
sai in the courtroom. 


Fleming faces a maximum pen- 


alty of life imprisonment, dismis- 
sal from the service and loss of 
pay if convicted. 


MacGhee said he once prepared 


a broadcast for the Red's Peiping 
Radio in which he had coded a 
message, using the first letter of 
each word, which said: "Five 
thousand men at Pyoktong near 
Yalu River need medicine and 
elotning." 


Tipped Reds 


The Air Force officer said an 


American private tipped the Chi- 
nese Reds to the code and that 
Fleming then went to the Red com- 
mandant and' told him that he, 
MacGhee, had double-crossed the 
Communists. 


Soon after that, MacGhee said, 


he was transferred to a particu- 
larly brutal prison camp known as 
•'The caves." 


Under cross examination Mac- 


Ghee admitted that he, himself, 
had written what he called slan- 
derous statements about 20 Air 
Force generals in order to save 
his life in a moment of panic. 


MacGhee said Fleming had urg- 


ed other prisoners to sign propa- 
ganda leaflets urging United Na- 
tions forces to surrender.

plied, "The liberties of the press 
are no greater than of the citi- 
zenry." He said Greenspun's arti- 
cle went "beyond political criti- 
cism" and asserted it "set forth 
an idea" that McCarthy should be 
killed.
